Re: House Bill 224: Plumbing - Greywater Recvcline

Dear Chairman Davis & Committee Members:

Thank you for the opportunity to provide information on House Bill 224 which defines greywater and
prohibits a County ftom adopting or enforcing a provision of a local plumbing code that would prohibit
recycling of greywater as allowed under the State Plumbing Code. The Maryland Departnent of the
Environment would not be prohibited from adopting or enforcing code more restrictive than the State
Plumbing Code.

As it currently stands, the State Plumbing Code provides the minimum standards for plumbing across the
State. Local jurisdictions may establish their own plumbing code; however a local plumbing code must be at
least as stringent or restictive as the State code. This bill would prevent Counties from enforcing greywater
recycling provisions ofa local plumbing code more stringent than the State Plumbing Code. The State
Plumbing Code is not enforced by MDE and the Deparhnent has no information as to which jurisdictions
may have more restrictive greywater recycling provisions.

Greywater recycling requires a dual water system, one potable and one non-potable. Each system must be
adequately identified and the potable water supply must be protected from cross-contamination and back-
siphonage. Local jurisdictions would be responsible for inspecting and testing the system to ensure
compliance with the State Plumbing Code and to ensure the potable water supply is protected. This may
require use of resowces having a fiscal impact on local govemments. MDE has no information to determine
the magnitude of the impact.
